A portable grill, comprising:

a second position in which the fold out legs are folded inward u nder the gatt 
firebox and the fold out l e go e xtend wheels are folded o utward from the grittgrebox 
relative to the i irst position and are looked so that the grill may be transported on the 
wheels. 

2. (Origin. d> The portable grill of claim 1 , wherein the fold out legs and the fold 
out wheels are connected to a base upon which the firebox is mounted. 

3, (Origin; il) The portable grill of claim 2, wherein when the grill i s in the 
second position, the wheels and an edge of the base are configured to support the grill at a tilted 
configuration. 



4. (Original) The portable grill of claim 3, further comprising a handle 
connected to the base f >r leading the grill on the fold out wheels.

6. (Origins 1) The portable grill of claim 4, wherein the handle is received within 
the fold out legs when ihe fold out legs and the handle are folded under the base. 
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7. (Origii lal) The portable grill of claim 2, further comprising a loclring 
mechanism for releasubly locking the fold out wheels when in the second position. 

8. (Cuireitly Amended) The portable grill of claim 7, wherein the locking 
mechanism is configured to releasabi ereleasablv lock the fold out wheels when in ths first 
position. 

9. (Origii al) The portable grill of claim 8, wherein the locking mechanism 
comprises a spring bit sed latch that biases a protrusion into a separate notch when in each of the 
first and second positi jns. 

10. (Original) The portable grill of claim 7, wherein the locking meclianism 
comprises a spring biased latch that biases a protrusion into a notch when in the first position. 

11. (Original The portable grill of claim 2, further comprising a torching 
mechanism for releasa bly attaching the firebox and the base. 

12. (Currertly Amended) The portable grill of claim 11, further aramrising a 
handle connected to tns firebox, and wherein the latching mechanism is configured -aad-arranged 
sufficiently adjacent tc the handle «n that a user ma v. with a single hand, simultaneously actuate 
the latching mechanisn and grasp the handle. 

13. (Cuirendy Amended) The portable grill of claim 12, further comprising a 
second handle connect sd to the firebox, and a second latching mechanism for reteasably 
attaching the firebox and the base, and wherein eaeh-the second l atching mechanism is 
configured and arranged .sufficiently adjacent to the second handle so that a user mav. with a 
single hand, simultaneously actuate an adjacent t he second l atching mechanism and grasp the 
second handle. 
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14. (Origin al) The portable grill of claim 1 , wherein when the grill is in the 
second position, the wheels and an edge of the grill are configured to support the grill at a tilted 
configuration. 

15. (Original) The portable grill of claim 1, further comprising a handle 
connected to the firebox for leading the grill on the fold out wheels. 

16. (Origin al) The portable grill of claim 1 5, wherein the handle is foldable under 
the firebox. 

17. (Origin il) The portable grill of claim 16, wherein the handle is received 
within the fold out leg;; when the fold out legs and the handle are folded under the firebox. 

18. (Origin il) The portable grill of claim 1, further comprising a locking 
mechanism for releasa Ay locking the fold out wheels when in the second position. 

19- (Currently Amended) The portable grill of claim 1 8, wherein the locking 

mechanism is configured to roloooablo r eleasabjv l ock the fold out wheels when in the first 
position. 

20, (Original) The portable grill of claim 19, wherein the locking mechanism 
comprises a spring bia* ed latch that biases a protrusion into a separate notch when in each of the 
first and second positiens. 

21 . (Origin* 1) The portable grill of claim 20, wherein the locking mechanism 
comprises a spring bias ed latch that biases a protrusion into a notch when in the firsit position.

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25. (New Claim) The portable grill of claim 1 , wherein the fold out legs are rotatably 
connected to the fitebux> and the fold out wheels are rotatably connected to the firebox. 

26. (New C laim) The portable grill of claim 25, wherein the fold out legs are 
rotatably connected to the firebox independent of the fold out wheels. 

27. (New Claim) The portable grill of claim 1, wherein the fold out legs are 
connected to the firebox independent of the fold out wheels. 
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
